But now 
buildings are run ap by contractors on time, 
under the direction of an architect who is 
compelled by the love of display of bis em- 
ployer te make thin wails, slight wood-work 
and fiimey foundations in order that a ‘“fine’’ 


| house should be built, instead of spending 


the movey in heving bread and deep founda- 
tionr, solid, thick walls and strong wood- 
work. Itis no wocommon thing to see houses 
four or five stories in hight built with walis 


| hardly thick emonugh for one story, and a

strong roof, while the flooring, sleepers, &c., 
are of the lyghtesit and cheapest kiad. There 
& '00 much attention given to show and ap- 
pearatce at the expense of strength and secu 
rity. There should be a law requiring build 
ings to be examined that certain requirements 
for safety might be eoforced. Who can doubt 
but that this Richmond calamity was the result 
of the negiigence of the architect aod baild- 
ers? Ap architect is, of course, the judge o1 
bow a building should be constructed to pre 
vent the possibility of the walls, floors or 
roof giving way, apd if he yields to his 
employer's love of duplay, in his auxiety to 
havea ‘fine’ house, instead of a desire to 
protect his reputation as ao architect, which 
is rsked im these hastily-bailt skeictoo 
houses, these horrible catastrophes will be 
occurring all the time. The moat of the 
buildings of the day are more or less wretched 
shams. So the houses present a grand ap- 
pearance and look solid, or as if built of stone, 
the owners do not care if all the rest of tne 
house ise built of paper, straw and mad, pro- 
vided the front of it is stuccoed to look hike 
stone, or has a thin veneering of brown stone 
over the very thin brick front view. They 
will run the risk of the house tumbling in 
upon them, rather than put the money in 
thiek walis and substantal roofs and floors, 
they invest m geady parlor finery, gilt and 
frescoe.
